Jaun in Valdivia. He left tbe bouse 
without a gun. He saw a snipe fall 
into a dense bush, and expressed his re- 
gret to a servant that he bad not a gun 
to tbat he might secure a good speci- 
men of a not very com moo species fur 
the nttaral history collection.

early, so steady, and so strong tliit 
there ia little' doubt that it 'will pl.iee 
1881 ia this respect decidedly in ad- 
ranee cf-«ny preceding year. 
Kvery 


arriving steamer brings from six hun- 
dred to ii thousand immigrants. 
The 


New Vork ConimissiouiTS of Emigra- 
tion estimated a »liort time ago tlmt 
this year's arrival of persons who would 
become permanent settlers of llie I'ni- 
ted States would bo between 40(),OUO 
and 50(1,[»((>, but unless appearances arc 
very deceptive this estimate will fall 
vrry much short of tlic mark. There 
wan not nearly so decided an American 
tendency noticeable among the popula- 
tions of Knrope last year a? there is 
this, yet the total irnrnigr.'ilinn fell lit- 
tle short of 000,01)1). 
The current, 


scarcely cheeked hy the long, liiird win- 
ter, seeius lo have required redoubled 
force wilh the arrival of spring, llie ar- 
rivals in April alone being 01,000. The 
eiact number of immigrants to the 
United States from all quarters of the 
globe during the last calendar year was 
5!Kt,70ii. This is the largest arrival in 
a single twelve months yet recorded. 
The nest largest was in 1S72, 
when 


•137,(!00 immigrants reuched this coun- 
try. 
Tlia number in lS7;i Ml but 1~>.- 


000 below the total of the previous 
y«ar. 
In 1851 we received 427,000 


immigrants, for which, as well as for 
the large arrivals of the four or five 
preceding years, we were mainly indebt- 
ed to the Irish famine. 
The present 


immigration is not nearly HO largely 
Irinh, though they are well represented. 
Germans, Scandinavians, 
SKI-IS 
and 


Uusgians make up more than one hall 
of the great crowd pressing into the 
great Republic as to a new land of 
promise, where they hope to 
better 


their condition and secure the ble^incs 
01 lihcrty ior themselves and their 
posterity.

CONKLING 


Makes a Speech in the 


Caucus, 


And Tells his Side of the 


Story. 


WAMiiNijroN, May 9.—Mr. Kellogg 


submitted a resolution to-day calling 
I'.ir complete lists of all officials and 
cmplojea in the executive departments 
of (lie Government; when each em- 
ploye was appointed, and by whom re- 
commended. The object of the resolu- 
tion if explained to be to find out which 
States hive more than their quota of 
Federal officers, and which have leaa, 
with a view of giving the latter their 
due. 
Seniitor lirown, in a recent 


speech, presented figures Knowing the 
number ol' persona in the department*, 
and hut very lew, far less than they are 
entitled to, are from the Southern 
Stairs. It is stated that thousands of 
letters have hern received from South- 
ern 
Iltinublicans asking if 
Brown's 


statements were correct, and, if so, 
demanding that Southern Republicans 
get their share ol the public patronage. 
Moat of these letters have come from 
colored Republicans. 
Kellogg 
has 


made some inquiries, and Brown and 
oilier Southern Senators have promised 
to as»iht in getting for the South its 
share 01' patronage, Baying they would 
rather see Southern Republicans in 
office than Republicans from other 
sections. On the part of those who 
are pushing the resolution, it ia declar- 
ed that a number of persona appointed 
from and living in the North are cbarg 
od in the appointment lists of depart- 
ments to the South ; that Louisiana 
has twenty-two appointments, eleven of 
whom were never in that State. Kel- 
logg will call up the resolution and in- 
sist on a vole to-morrow. Some Sena- 
tor;) would rather not sec the resolution 
adopted, but whether they will all vote 
against it, is doubtful. 
One Senator 


asked quietly that the clause calling for 
the name ol those who recommended 
the persons for appointment be stricken 
out, hut the purpose in to press it in 
tho shape it wa's offered and to insist 
upon i(i]atloptinn. It is claimed that 
one- purpose is to do justice to the 
'juKired Republicans. 


WAMIINCTOX, May 9.—The result of 


the Republican caucus to-day excites 
general comment and speculation. Tbc 
caucus met at 12:30 and remained in 
session for six hours. It ia said to 
have IK en of the most interesting na- 
ture. While not so boisterous or warmly 
contested as previous conferences, the 
seriousness of the situation anil the 
dignity of treatment of the questions 
involved gave 'o day'e caucus unusual 
importance. 
Mr. Conkling absented 


himself for the first hour. He did not 
enter the caucus when it first met, but 
remained in the seclusion of his com- 
mittee room until sent for. 
When he 


had listened to a statement of the emer- 
gency which had called them together, 
lie was requested to make a personal 
explanation of his own. This he did at 
some length, not only with regard to 
Mr. Robertson, hut as to Mr. Garfield 
as well. 
He spoke in a very solemn 


and earnest manner, devoid of rhetoric, 
denunciation or anger. lie went over 
his relations with Mr. Robertson, and 
the latter's relation to the Republican 
party in \cw Vork from the beginning 
to die present time. lie showed that 
Iloberlson had been, and still continued 
to be. an aggressive foe to him and his 
friends, and declared that he bad worked 
the disruption of his party at home as 
he was dividing it nationally, lie 
(Conkling) was uncompromisingly op- 
posed to Robertson for any federal 
office, as Robertson was personally op- 
posed to him. It was through no feel- 
ing against the administration that he 
had taken his present stand, lie bad 
been all friendliness to the administra- 
tion from the first, until this singular 
exhibition OH the part of the President 
to forcG liis bitterest political enemy 
upon him anil the senate, «*id the evi- 
dent determination to humiliate and 
defeat him. It was to prove this that 
lie cited the history ol Robertson as 
related to himself that h'm brother sen- 
ators might- sec the real cause of his 
opposition, 
lie would far rather have 


been found in harmony with the admin- 
istration. The quarrel was not of his 
choosing. 
In regard to his personal 


relations with Mr. tlarOeld, Mr. Conk- 
ling alleged that tho 1'resident had 
B,ai|e him certain pledges which he had 
violated at the first opportunity. 
He 


went into minute details in regard to 
tin's/1 broken promise". 
Not to put too 


fine a point upon it, Mr. Conkling un- 
dertook to prove that Mr. Girfield lied, 
lied willfully and deliberately, and had 
forfeited (lie respect due from one gen- 
tleman to another. The circumstances 
recited are not clearly enough ascer- 
tained to be here given with that cir- 
cumstantial correctness which is due 
the I'rfiiiient aud Mr. Uonkling in nueh 
a matter. They excited the closest at- 
tention ol .senators, however, and gained 
Mr. Conkling the sympathy of his bear- 
ers in a coDsiderable degree, A west- 
ern senator Bays to-night that Conk- 
ling's story made a wonderful impression 
upon his audience both in the substance 
and manner of its telling. Several new 
facts relative to the conference known 
ae the ''treaty of Mentor" were men- 
tioned, of such a private nature that 
they are not likely to be disclosed ex- 
cept with the permission of the Presi- 
dent. 


Conkling paid only the circumstances 


which had driven him into this unpleu- 
ant position could have induced him to 
repeat these private assurances. He 
had trusted in them and he had been 


deceived in the moat inexcusable man- 
ner. When Mr. Conkling had closed 
his remarks, silence reigned over the 
ciucni for a whila ; then Mr. (lawley 
rose, and in a temperate but earnest 
speech defended the President. Mr. 
Conkling followed, and Mr. Hale in the 
same strain. 
Th«y made a plea for 


peace and good will in the party ranks. 
Thej were anxious to see this unhappy 
quarrel terminated, 10 far as the Senate 
was concerned. They had been called 
together for a purpose under the Con- 
Btitntioo. It was their duty under 
their oaths to meet that obligation face 
lo face and perform that duty by 
prompt action on all executive busi- 
ness, either in confirmation or rejection. 
Considerable scope was given to the 
discussion, and the mooted question of 
courtesy of the Senate. The election 
of Senate officers came in for a large 
share. After a six-hours running de- 
bate, no conclusion was reached and 
none seemed probable. 
It was then ro- 


golved to adjourn until to-morrow, im- 
mediately after the close of the session 
of^the Senate, and the caucus thus 
came to an end with no decision. The 
comment about town appears to indi- 
cate that Mr. Conkling is not quite as 
weak to-day as on ^yesterday, and that 
the possibility of a satisfactory determ- 
ination being reached to-morrow may 
resnlt finally |in a total disruption ol 
caucus control. 


COLUMBUS, O., May 9.—The forth- 


coming May crop and stock report oi 
the Ohio stale board of agriculture, a 
valuable and reliable document, will be 
ready for distribution May H. 
The 


information ia based on estimates made 
by about one thousand correspondents 
in nearly all the townships of the state, 
mostly practical firmers, capable 01 
judging of matters they report on, and 
can be depended OD as approximately 
correct. 
Tbe figures show that only 19 


per cent, of last year's crop, or 10,378,- 
299 LusLela of wheat, is still in the 
hands of the producers, and that the 
probable yield of the state this year, il 
we have a fair average season from now 
till harvest, will be about -U.SOo.G'ili 
bushels, or 85 per cent, of last year's 
fine crop. The wheat map will show 
that the best wheat this year lies in the 
level black-soil counties ol the north- 
western part of the state. These aver 
age fully 100 per cent, aa compared 
with a year ago, while the rolling coun 
lies further eaat and southeast average 
only a little over 80 per cent., and the 
billy Ohio river counties only about GJ 
per cent, of last year's yield in the same 
localities respectively. This is usually 
true after a snowy winter like the past 
while in a very open, rainy winter, like 
that of 1879-1880, level counties suf- 
fer moBt. 
The wheat map will also 


show that wheat is best in the northerly 
part of the state, where there was most 
enow.
